Tells of His Recovery. 

Recently my grandson in play 
twisted a paper ball and accidental- 
ly shot me in the right .sye. . The 
blow was severe, After the inflam- 
mation began:to disappear one morn- 
ing before arising I saw a picture on 
the wall, but when I arose I could 
not see it for several days. I could 
see only when on my back, but now 
I can see a house a half mile away. 
I can read 10-point type.

Secretary MacVeagh Gives That 
Estimate in His Report 
* to Congress. 


URGES CURRENCY. REFORM 


Says Present Inelastic System Is 
Responsible for Uneasiness 
and Panic. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. — urg- 


ing radical reform of.the “‘unreasoned 
and unscientific’ banking and currency 
system of the United States, Franklin 


| MacVeagh, Secretary of the Treasury, 


freely warns Congress in his annual re- 
port submitted today that the Federal 
Government, as long as the present 
scheme exists, will be responsible ex- 
clusively for the commercial, industrial 


end social disasters which flow from 


panics and attack, directly or Andirect- 
ly, every home in the nation. 

The present system promotes and de- 
velops panics and legislation is urgent, 
declares MacVeagh, in outlining his idea 
of the necessary general provisions of 
an adequate relief measure. Aside from 
affording flexible and elastic currency 
and reserves, such a revision, he says, 
should bring the banks into organized 
co-operation and provide for a central 
agency through which they could work 
together, free of political or trust con- 
trol. 

$22,000,000 Deficit Foreseen. 

According to @he estimates of the 
Treasury - Department, the Secretary 
foresees a deficit of $22,556,023, exclusive 
of Panama Canal expenditures, for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, the first 
fiscal year of President Wilson’s admin- 
istration. Including the canal expenses, 
the deficit is estimated at $52,730,455. The 
canal expenditures, he adds, however, 
may be paid under the law from bond 
sales. The estimated receipts for that 
year are $710,000,000, while the ordinary 
appropriations are estimated at $732,- 
556,023, and the canal expenditures at $30,- 
174,432. Undoubtedly having probable 
tariff revision in mind, the Secretary an- 
nounces that-these estimates are based 
upon present conditions and laws. 

For the current fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1918, MacVeegh estimates that 
there will be a surplus of $40,200,000, ex- 
clusive of Panama Canal expenditures, 
and a deficit of $1,800,000; including the 
canal transactions. He 
ceipts for this year at.$711,000,000 and or- 
dinary disbursements at $670,800,000. 

In connection with financial reform, 
MacVeagh says the people are helpless, 
under existing evils. The present sys- 
tem never permits free action at any 
time, because its lability to sudden 
constraint and restriction is always a 
part of the nation’s fipancial conscious- 
ness. 


Secretary of the Treasury, “when there 
is any long look ahead; except when we 
are in the midst of a panic, when there 
is a long look of disaster ahead. There 
is never a long look of ease and con- 
venience and prosperity ahead.,’’ 

Stress to Move Crops, 

In the cr@p-moving season, MacVeagh 
points out, there is a special stress and 
restraint and the secretary found an 
object lesson in the conditions last au- 
tumn when the banks were called upon 
to finance the movement of -record- 
breaking crops, necessitating the em- 
ployment of nearly all of their avail- 
able resources under ‘“‘our coristricting 
system.”’ : 

“This relief which is so.urgently need- 
ed by the legitimate business and en- 
terprise of our people,’’ he adds, “is not 
relief from a financial situation built up 
by a financial work itself, but is from a 
syatem and conditions superinduced by 
the Government; and force? upon the 
business community and upon American 
society. The banking and currency sys 
tem is the product of Federal law. And 
there can be no relief from it until 
Congress acts. And this is why con 
gressional action is urgent.”’ 

Pointing out that the banks fortunate. 
ly had been able to finance the crop 
movement last autumn unaided by the 
Government, the secretary says that the 
anomalous relation between the Treas- 
ury Department and the general finan- 
cial world is a part of the system to be 
reformed. He added: 

“Taking large sums of actual money 
out of the ordinary financial use and 
locking it up as a dead mass in the 
vaults of the Treasury is a proceed- 
ing as unscientific and unreasoned 
as any other part of our unreasoned 
and unscientific — and curren- 
cy system.” 

A relief measure 
banking and currency system, the 
Secretary declares, “must include, 
among its necessary features, provi- 
sions for never-failing reserves and 
never-falling currency, and for the 
perfect elasticity and  flexibilitv 
of both; for the permanent organiza- 
tion @nd organized co-operation - of 
the banks, whiclf are now suffering 
and causing the nation to suffer by 
reason of their unorganized state; 
for a central agency, to represent 
and act for the organized and co-dp- 
erative banks—this agency to be se- 
‘curely free from ipolitical or trust 
control, but with the Government 
having adequate and intimate super- 
vision of it; for independent banking 
unite—so independent that no one 
bank can be owned, controlled. or 
shared in in any degree, directly or 
imdirectly,* by any other bank; for 
the equality of all banks,- national or 
state, both as to standards and as to 
functions—so that every requirement

MacVeagh announces his intention 
of reforming’ the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s business methods by-a scheme 
for the payment of Government obli- 
gations in such a manner as to avoid’ 
exchange on Government checks, He 
does not divulge the details, but ap- 
parently contemplates the distribu- 
tion of Government funds at conven- 
ient points over the country for the 
payment of checks.

The new directory indicates all] mar- 
ried men by the words “‘and Mrs.” be- 
fore the residence address. Widows are 
designated by the abbreviation “wid,” 
and the names of young women of mar- 
riageable agd appear with the prefix 
| “Miss.’" This is a feature not contained 
tin the St. Louis City Directory, and it 
makes it easy to see that Maplewood 
has, if not too many men, at least too 
few women. 

It is anticipated that when the Ma- 
plewood residents realize the situation 
shown by the new directory they will 
paraphrase Horace Greeley’s most fam- 
ous saying and form a new slogan for 
Maplewood, ae follows: 

“Come to Maplewood, young woman, 
and get a husband.” 

The directory makes one attempt at a 
‘booster’? rhmye, thus: 

“We are boosters for Maplewood, be- 
cause we like the town— 

E pluribus unum—don’t kick our dog 
around!”

According to the Illinois Mother’s 
Pension law only widows or deserted 
wives may claim a pension from th 
State. Yet a mother of children whose 
father is still Hving at home, but who 
hag been crippled or invalided in the 
exercise of a dangerous occupation, 
often needs the money far more. In 
Colorado now she will get it. 
HE Mother’s Compensation law 

assumes motherhoc’ is a ser- 
vice to the State and should be recog- 
nized and compensated as such.

Yale, 
Harvard and Princeton all draw capacity 
stadium crowds, which range from 35.000 to

cramped with a mere bagatelle of 35,000 
seats that the new Eli Stadium will seat

The reason?, Why. that’s easy—they 
coulaén’t keep the players alive that long.

ONLY 2% HOURS TO THE SEASON. 
FTER all they haven't quite legislated 
the shocks of football! out of it. The 
mortality rate for the season shows 16 
deaths atid the usual bic total of hart play- 
ers. This was due. as it newaby always is, 
to the persistence of untrained players in «o- 
ing into hard astruecies. The big teams 
showed few injuries of more than a minor 
nature. 
Nevertheless the came is severe. The av- 
erage university team has a schedule of 
about 10 games. The actual time used in 
playing. omitting that devoted to mere lin- 
ing up fot plays, is less than 15 minutes to 
the game. 

Thus, in an entire season the player is in 
actual match conflict not over two and a 
half hours. 

But most of the men are not in actual 
championship visys* for even that long. 1s 
few go through every game without being 
taken out. 

Despite the smal) playing time, players are 
all glad when the season is ended. For the 
sport. even though pruned, and trimmed of 
its objectionable mass features, is still red- 





blooded enough to bruise the body, maim the 
limbs and exhaust the pumped-out lungs.

By far the most successful football 
geason since the Rules Committee start- 
ed to experiment with the game some 
seven or eight yéars ago for the pur- 
pose of minimizing the chances of the 
players being seriously hurt has just 
come to a close.

It is not believed that the game will 
be doctored seriously when the Rules 
Committee meets again, being satisfied 
with the results achieved by the past 
season's play. 

One of the surprises of the season 
was the importance of field goals. It 
was thought with the increased value of 
touchdowns and the decrease in value of 
field goals from four to three points 
that not muclf attention would be paid 
to this feature of the sport, but the 
truth is that in the big games this was 
practically the biggest factor in the 
scoring. 

For instance, the Harvard-Princeten, 
Harvard-Yale, Army-Navy, Yale-Prince- 
ton—the four big games of the year— 
were practically all decided by goals 
from the field, or at least they were 
the big features of these games. 

Punting Important Still, 

Not only was field goa! kicking important, 
but punting was resorted to more than 
rushing the ball, despite the added down, 
giving a side four chances to make 10 yards. 
The teams found it easier to punt the ball 
up the field when they had it, hoping that 
some time the opposition would fumble. which 
would put them in. position for a goal from 
the field.
